the U nited States and the Senate power to 
appoint fourteen Trustees of th e corpora­ 
tion,-who are to give bonds and serve for 
two years each. T he Territorial Legisla­ 
tu re is prohibited by the bill from chang­ 
ing the laws respecting corporations. The 
Courts o f the U nited States are given power 
in all proceedings for enforcement against 
corporations or associations holding prop­ 
erty in the Territory in excess of the 
am ount lim ited by law, and to compel the 
production of all books and accounts of 
any Trustee or manager of the property in 
w hich such corporation may have any 
right, title or interest. This will hit the 
“ H oliness to the Lord ” Co-operative As­ 
sociations ven,’ hard. The bill further pro­ 
vides for the annulling of the “ Perpetual 
Em igrating Fund C om pany” law, and it 
is declared unlaw ful to create any corpora­ 
tion or association under Territorial enact­ 
m ents, for the purpose of bringing any 
persons into the territory, for any purpose 
whatever. The Attorney-General is directed 
to proceed to secure the dissolution of that 
“ com pany," and the disposal o f its assets 
according to law, all such to escheat to the 
U nited States as are in excess of lawful 
liabilities. Such escheated property is to 
be used by the Secretary of the Interior for 
th e benefit of the common schools of the 
Territory. All the Utah election districts 
are ordered to be abolished, and the Gov­ 
ernor, Territorial Secretary, and the United 
States Judges of the Territory, are to redis­ 
trict the region so as to secure equal repre­ 
sentation of the people. Only qualified 
citizens of the United States arc to be 
allowed to vote. The office of Territorial 
Superintendent of District Schools is de­ 
clared vacant, and the Suprem e Court is to 
fill the vacancy by appointm ent. A dultery 
is to be punished by im prisonm ent in the 
penitentiary for a term not exceeding three 
years, and the right o f dower to widows is 
provided tor as in the State of >"eyv York. 
Of course this is a drastic measure—it 
am ounts to a new organic Act. a new 
charter for the Territory, which being 
under the jurisdiction o f Congress alone, 
and the creature of its will, is susceptible to 
such forms of law as it may provide. Some 
such a law is needed to probe the Mormon 
sore to the quick, to touch th e ill-gotten 
possessions of the 
church 
associations 
cloaked under religious pretense, and force 
a relaxation of the hold of the priesthood 
upon a people held bv the suffrage act, and 
the election registry system, and the land 
schemes of the church, in w hat am ounts to 
slavery.

THE LATE BAINS,

T he Mormon polygam ists do not likethe 
new Utah bill, and for obvious reasons; it 
prom ises to be an effective measure. The 
dispatches inform us that Brigham Young' 
Jr.. and George (J. Cannon assaulted it in the 
Tabernacle, and of coutse held it to he u n ­ 
constitutional. 
It is always the favorite 
cry of the crim inal when a law pinches. 
B ut the most significant news i> that Presi­ 
dent John Taylor lias bad front near the 
Great W hite Throne a direct revelation that 
no m an can hereafter be wafted to Heaven 
except he is a polygamist, not only in be­ 
lief. but in practice. T his may be taken as 
a direct menace to the public sentim ent 
th a t fortifies Mr. H oar's bill. It is intended 
as a scourge to whip the monogamous Mor­ 
m ons into the polygamic traces—to solidify 
th e Saint.- into one mass of uniform crim i­ 
nals. 
Not all Mormons now are polyga­ 
mists. 
As the law is aim ed not at the re­ 
ligion. hut at the infamy of the plural wife 
system . Taylor realizes the necessity of 
unifying the tnomltorship of the Church in 
th e practice >>f polygamy, in order that the 
C hurch may put on a more defiant ft*. n \ 
It is a shrewd dodge, anti i* not tin- first of 
w hich religion has availed to drive doubt­ 
ing flocks into a comm on fold. 
In th is connection it m a y b e w ell to re­ 
call an d briefly o utline th e new m easure 
th a t has so sürred up th e b ile o f th e C hurch 
o f Jesus C hrist of le tte r Day Saints. 
It 
provides th at eith er h u sb an d o r wife m ay 
be com pelled to testify in prosecutions for 
bigam y, polygam y or unlaw ful coh ab ita­ 
tio n 
If it i* believed such w itnesses will 
av o id service o f subpenn*, attachm ents m ay 
first issue, am i th e w itnesses b eh eld to bail. 
T h e bill extends th e lim itation for prose­ 
c u tio n s to five years 
It requires full cer­ 
tification and record in C ourt of all m ar­ 
riages. w ith details as to nam e o f officiat­ 
in g m inister or officer, ages, residence, etc. 
I t provide^ that w om en in U tah shall not 
Vote, and se t' the sen! of condem nation 
up o n th e infam ous poll registry system of 
th e M orm ons, am i the balhtt-num liering 
in q u isitio n . 
T he jurisd ictio n of the P ro­ 
bate < our;, heretofore th e ch ief stronghold 
on th e law -ide o f th e M orm on p riest­ 
hood. an d th ro u g h w hich it m anagtsl to 
“ legalize ” crim e, is narrow ed to em brace 
y n lv the charge of estate- o f deceased per­ 
so n s, and th e g u ard ian sh ip o f m inors and 
lu n atics 
T h e law s o f U tah conferring 
rig h ts o f in h eritan ce on illegitim ate c h il­ 
d re n are a n n u lle d , as a!*o th e law provid­ 
in g th at prosecutions tor adultery can only 
b e based on th e com plaint o f a h usband or 
w ife. 
T he law is declared of no m ore 
effect th at provides for th e incur)Miration 
o f th e M orm on Ohnrcl». so far as it p re ­ 
c lu d e - th e a|>)»>>intment o f T rustees by the 
U nited States. 
T h e significance of this 
provision is m ade m ore strik in g ly apparent 
by recalling tlic fact th at th e C hurch holds 
vast properties, an d th at groat n u m b ers of 
th e jieo p leo f U tah have liecn ten an ts at will 
o n ly o f th e C hurch, w hich, th ro u g h them , 
acquired title to public lands, an d th en held 
th em as a lan d lo rd , and determ ined w hen­ 
ev er th e 
" stew ardship 
ot one o f the 
fa ith fu l sh o u ld cease over a given tract. T hus 
th e C h u rch could “ o u s t" w hen an il w hom 
i t jdea-cs.

The Hessian fly appeared in California 
about live years ago. 
It developed first 
near Vallejo to which point it was brought, 
without doubt, in the straw packing of 
Eastern goods. 
It has since spread largely 
in Xapa and Solano counties. 
Mr. Cooke, 
the entomologist of the R ecorh-U xiox 
corps, has just had his attention called to the 
presence of the pest in the Cotate Rancho, 
in Sonoma county, where 700 acres of grain 
is assailed by the insect. 
In this instance, 
too, the fly hits appeared in barley, an u n ­ 
common occurrence. 
Unless the severest 
measures are adopted the probability is 
that the 
pest will extend its ravages 
throughout the agricultural counties. 
Its 
tendency heretofore has been to spread 
south and eastwardly from Napa county, 
but its appearance in Sonoma indicates 
that its movement is general in all direc­ 
tions toward agricultural lands. In the 
IIecokd-U nion this morning the subject 
is considered in the entomological depart­ 
ment. 
It is certainly becoming a topic of 
an alarm ing character for farmers.

Ami this is the letter which opponents of 
Mr Blaine refer to as indicating his dispo­ 
sition to entangle us disastrously with 
foreign Governments.

Spain will 1h* a clear 
gainer, whatever she gets, since the Cubans 
w ill take control of the island themselves 
erelong.

In aggregating the state­ 
ments. your correspondent would give a lo&s of 
one-third of the barley crop from lodgment and 
deterioration by the rains and fogs on the brilli­ 
ant expectations of two mouths ago. The wheat 
crop will suffer more. Some large growers report 
it all gone, while others, more Dopeful, put a 
better face on the situation. Your correspond­ 
ent believes the Shrinkage from former expecta­ 
tions will be fifty per cent. The late storms did 
no general damage to the fruit crop. A small 
strip through Pauadeua suffered by hail, but the 
loss is insignificant. Upon the Whole, oranges, 
grapes, peaches, apples, pears and most plums 
will U* abundan , but apricots w ill be light. The 
corn outlook is most gratifying. 
NAPA. 
Napa, June 24th.—‘The unusual weather of 
June has greatly changed the prospects we had 
for one of the most prosperous years known. 
The season is now so tar advanced that a fair 
estimate can Ix* made of the yield. The hay 
crop is an absolute loss. There is still some hay 
standing which is not injured, but the amount 
is very small. The wheat is laid fiat on the 
ground in many places, but this injury is not so 
great as at first thought. The greatest injury 
that may follow to wheat is the rust, which is 
likely to appear. The fruit crop has also been 
injured, reaches and apricots have lately 
fallen off the trees in great numbers, and 
through some unknown cause the fruit of the 
lieisliug variety of grapes has failed to sot. 
Nearly all other varieties of grapes promise to 
yield well. On the whole, this has been a bad 
year for farmers and fruit men, but it is ex­ 
pected that much oi the loss may be overcome 
by a Corresponding increase in values. 


SA C RA M EN TO . 
The effect In Sacramento county of the late 
rains will be beneficial rather than otherwise. 
A large amount of hay was badly damaged, and 
some ruined, but most farmers who had Ixith 
hay and growing grain will receive as much 
gain from increase in grain yield as loss from 
injury to hay. while tlie benefit to orchards, 
vineyards and hops will be ve*y large. Most 
grain in the coanty is standing well, and prom­ 
ises fine quality and greatly increased yield.

June 2Uh.—Now that the weather has 
cleared ur> again, the effect of the late rains can 
be properly estimated. The major portion of 
the hay crop was cut just before the rain, but as 
it had been almost all prope rly stacked, little 
damage was done. The loss w ill be slight. The 
only other damage done will t>e the starting up 
of weeds in the hop yards, which had been 
thoroughly cultivated and nearly nil laid by. 
A t<>> rank growth of the vines may also follow, 
which, however, will only result in the in­ 
creased difficulty or gathering 
All of the hops 
are in a fresh green state, ow ing to their over­ 
laying on the »tnugs. The grain ami fmit crops, 
if not benefited, have not been injured. It is 
not thought the w ild feed w ill be shortened a 
great deal. Everything considered, Mendocino 
county has a fine outlook. The grain crop will 
>*• larger than usual, while the hop crop will bo 
simply enormous. The same can be said of 
fruit. 
The hop-growers have already been 
offered 27 cents a pound for their hops, but only 
a few have taken it. The vines are in a fine 
condition. 
M ERCED. 
Merced, Jane 24th —The weather since the 
late heavy rain ha* been quite favorable, with 
the exception ot Saturday and Sunday last, 
which were calm and cloudy, with occasional 
sprinkles, giving the farmers inore or lev» cause 
to feel uneasy but it- has now cleared, and a 
strong breeze from the northeast has prevailed 
for tlie la»t two <la> ».

to absence from home vyould bo unable to in­ 
vestigate the m atter personally, 1 now inclose 
several 'tool* of barley which I believe to be in­ 
fested with Hessian fly grubs in tlie flaxseed 
state,and others apparently in the same state but 
lacking the flaxseed color us yet. This barley 
w as sow n in April, oa land, w hicli, with the ex­ 
ception of winter belore last, when it was 
plowed and sown in corn, had not been in grain 
of any kind for over twenty years. The field is 
a quarter of a mile removed from any other 
grain. Will you kindly investigate and give the 
pests your attention, and if you cannot write to 
me individually about it. 1 shall be glad to re­ 
ceive a marked copy of the Recoru-Union in 
which you may publish the conclusions you ar­ 
rive ut.’ Respectfully yours.

From careful observation of over 700 acres of 
land. 1 should say the insect has this season re­ 
duced the crop on that land from one-third to 
one-half of what it otherwise would have tieen.

Rcplv : 
Tlie barley you send is seriously 
infested by the larva- of tlie Hessian fly. Á 
large m ajority are in the flaxseed stage. 
1 
also found some females laying their eggs, 
and some of the em pty flaxseed case's from 
which the pupa- had emerged. 
This is 
proof that the Hessian fly is capable of jifo- 
ducing three broods in each year in this 
State. 
As the first brood was about chang­ 
ing at the 9th of A pril in tlie vicinity of 
Vallejo Junction, now the flaxseed of the 
second brood are 
producing the third 
brood. 
One of the females I took out of 
the barley you sent I placed in a bottle, 
and -be deposited sixty-one eggs, which I 
have preserved as specimen- 
This I con­ 
sider a vcrv serious m atter for the wheat- 
grower* of Sonoma county, and every 
effort should be made to prevent the spread 
of this pest or it will destroy the wheat 
crops of the county. 
A* soon as th e grain is thrashed every 
vestgie of stubble and -traw in the sur­ 
rounding country should be burned, and 
the roots of the grain plowed under so as 
to effectually destroy tne pests. 
You will 
understand that they hibernate in the stub­ 
ble and straw. 
1 send you by m ail to-day 
a package containing two sm all vials. 
One contains pieces o f the straw in which 
you will find the full-grown larv.r. and the 
other contains cutting- of the straw con­ 
taining the pests in the flaxseed -tato. 
By 
keeping the latter you will get the perfect 
insect from them . The term flaxseed i- 
applied from their color. 
As soon a* tbc 
maggot is full grown and prepares for it- 
transform ations it detaches itself from the 
outer skid? thus causing the change of 
color, and rem ains in th e larva* for some 
time. 
W hen nearly ready to pu¡*ate it 
breaks awav through the old skin, or 
eoarclate ease, aud moves up the stalk, 
where it fastens itself in suca a position 
that it cannot fall, and rem ains until a per­ 
fect insect emerges. 
You should call the attention of the 
local press to this m atter and give it as 
much publicity as possible, so that the 
wheat and barley growers may be fully 
warned of the danger with which they are 
threatened. 
After the burning of the stub­ 
ble sheep and other stock should In* turned 
on the ground to clean up any -talks that 
escaped the tire.
